County Commission hears dog 
complaint and request for funding

The bi-monthly meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission Mon 
day morning was relatively short 
with a short meeting agenda. Unat 
tended dogs und funding for rescue 
squad services highlighted the 
meeting 

Lisa Foust, a resident of the 
Shiloh community located between 
New Brockton and Elba, appealed 
to the commission for help with a 
stray dog problem 

‘They're way out of control,’ 
Ms. Foust told commissioners 
‘They are affecting our community 
and our children. Their owners are 
not taking care of them and they 
are not Keeping their shots up-to 
date. They are strewing our garbage 
and destroying our personal 
belongings on our property 

Ms. Foust quoted the following 
statistics concerning dogs to the 
commission: 4.6 million people are 
bitten by dogs in a year’s time 
800,000 seek medical treatment 
most likely victims are children, 
and dogs are more aggressive In 
groups 

She also expressed concern about 
children who attend a daycare 
located in the community. Accord 
ing to her, the dogs sometimes 
chase the children when they are 
dropped off at the facility 

Ms. Foust told commissioners 
that she knew of two incidents 
where individuals have been bitten 


by dogs - one aman (she could not 
recall his name) and the other was 
her own son. Both incidents were 
reported to health department 
authorities 

She aid that hen he 
approached her neighbors concern 
ing their dogs, she was told that 
they ean not do anything 
thei own dog 

“I’m seared to death to let them 
{her children| outside in our own 
yard to play, and that’s not right! 
‘This is our yard. Thi

bam writing in regards to the vot 
ing procedures in the State of 
Alabama 

| recently voted in the Shelby 
County elections and was rather 
disturbed when | walked up to the 
polls and was not required to show 
any form of 1D. LT simply told them 
my name, they found it on the list 
handed me a ballot and | was off 
Now my question is this, how do 
you know T am who I say | am’? 
Couldn't anyone walk up and vote 
in my place, thus taking away my 
voting privileges? 

I asked the poll worker about this 
and she told me that the reason was 
because it Was considered diserimi 
nation, What?!?!?! You have got 
to be kidding me! Diserimination 
against whom, may Lask? She said 
a lot of people do not have ID's, 
therefore it would be unfair to 
require them to present one to vote 
Now I completely and utterly dis 
agree with this. One cannot even 
#0 into a bank and open an account, 
or better yet, even cash a check 
without some form of ID, yet any 
one can yote without it?) One can 
not even rent a movie from Block- 
buster without showing some form 
of ID. Voting is much more impor- 
tant, this is our life, this is our gov 
ernment, this is determining our 
rights. How can it not be important 
enough to require an ID? 

| have been doing research on the 
web and have found that every state 
I have looked up requires some 
form of ID. Below, lists 14 differ 
ent forms of ID one can present in 
order to yote in many states (taken 
from the GA Voting website): 

1. valid driver’s license; 

2. valid identification card issued 
by branch, department, agency, oF 
entity of any state authorized by 
law to issue personal identification; 
3. valid United States passport 

4. valid employee identification 
card containing a photograph of the 
elector and issued by any branch, 
department, agency, or entity of the

mented that she had contacted the 
local health department authorities 
concerning the dogs not being 
properly vaccinated and she was 
told that nothing gould be done 
about it.’ 

Commissioners Hsu tHeWAlgval 
counsel suggested that she contact 
them again because it is their 
understanding that state law 
requires ALL dogs and cats over 
three months of age to have an 
annual rabies vaccination. 

Gladys Martin and Terry Hall 
appeared before the commission on 
behalf of the Kinston Rescue Squad 
to request funding for the yolunteer 
organization. 

Ms. Martin, captain of the Kin- 
ston Rescue Squad, told commis- 
sioners, “If we don’t get any fund- 
ing, we will have to shut down.” 

She went on to say that the res- 
cue squad has been active for the 
past 25 years and this is the first 
time they have had to ask anybody 
for assistance. Ms, Martin noted 
that the Town of Kinston, with a 
very limited revenue, is not able to 
support or financially assist the 
squad. 

This past year, the squad has had 
to use its reserve funds to continue 
operating, and if things don’t 
change, the squad will be forced to 
shut down within the next 12 
months. An added problem facing 
the squad is the loss of members 
which has forced them to rely on 
mutual aid from squads in Opp dur- 
ing the daytime. This has also cut 
their income, 

Ms. Martin told commissioners 
that if this trend continues and the 
squad is forced lo cease operations, 
Kinston area residents will have to 
rely on ambulance service from 
neighboring Opp or Elba which 
will mean a longer response ume to 
emergency calls, 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, Commissioner Robert 
Stephens made a motion that the 
county assist the Kinston Rescue 
Squad with funding. This was 
approved by the commission. A 
move is already underway lo secure 
emergency medical services for 
rural residents of the county. Meet- 
ings are underway with the Enter- 
prise Rescue Squad, Coffee County 
EMS and, now, the Kinston Rescue 
Squad to accomplish this task 

At the request of County Engi- 
neer Randy Tindell, the commis 
sion passed several resolutions. The 
first Was Lo enter into an agreement 
with the Alabama Department of 
Transportation for the resurfacing 
of Co. Rds. 201, 321, 409, 412 and 
460 

Secondly, he asked that the com 
mission approve the participation 
of Coffee County in a Joint Pur 
chasing Agreement with other 
counties in the state.

However, there are those in 
the Legislature who oppose voter 
ID and threatened to filibuster any 
bill that comes to the floor on the 
belief that such a law would intimi- 
date the elderly and minority voters 
who go to the polls. They also 
claim that many people do not pos- 
sess any forms of ID and would be 
hurt by the law. 

As you can see, there are a vari 
ely of forms of [ID one can present 
in order to vote, and I feel that the 
majority, if not all, people should 
have at least one of these. Every- 
one has a birth certificate! And if 
you do not have a certified copy, 


there are a number of other form 
of ID that may be shown tn tt 
place 

Secretary Bennett proposed a jay 
imilar to Georgia's (see abo 


forms of ID), and even though i 
was very fair and has worked well 
in the neighboring state, the Legi 
lature still refused to pass it.

Created by the foodser 
vice industry in 1995, NFSEM is 
widely supported by federal, state, 
and local government agencies, the 
food industry, and consumer orga 
nizations, Be Smart, Keep Foods 
Apart Don't Cross-Contaminate 
is this year’s theme for NFSEM 
Cross-contamination is the transfer 
of harmful bacteria to food from 
other foods, cutting boards, uten-

sils, ete 
properly 
tamination is cutting raw meat, 
poultry, or fish on a cutting board 
and then slicing salad vegetables on 
the same cutting board without 
Washing the cutting board between 
uses 

Most consumers have developed 
a good foundation of food safety 
knowledge. Yet there is still con- 
sumer confusion about cross-conta- 
mination, This confusion results in 
increasing the risk of foodborne ill- 
According to a 1998 
PDA/USDA consumer food survey: 

*Twenty-one percent of main 
meal cooks do not wash their cut- 


ness 


ting boards after cutting raw meat; 

* One quarter of main meal cooks 
do not wash their hands after han- 
dling raw meat and fish; two-thirds 
do not wash their hands after han- 
dling raw eggs; and 

* Sixty-one percent of people 
Who use a cloth or sponge to wipe 
kitchen counters change 

* them less than seven times per 
week, Food safety experts advise 
using paper towels to wipe kitchen 
surfaces. If cloths or sponges are 
used, wash them often in the hot 
cycle of your washing machine, 

Here are some helpful tips for 
preventing cross-contamination: 

* Always wash hands with hot, 
soapy water after handling raw 
meat, poultry, seafood, eggs, or 
fresh fruits and vegetables; 

* Wash cutting boards, dishes, 
and utensils with hot, soapy water 
after they come in contact with raw 
meat, poultry, seafood, eggs, or 
fresh fruits and vegetables; 

* Keep raw meat, poultry, 
seafood, as well as eggs — and the 
juices from raw foods — away 
from other foods in your shopping 
cart, on kitchen counters, and in 
your refrigerator; 

* If possible, use one cutting 
board for fresh produce and a dif- 
ferent one for raw meat, poultry, 
and seafood; 

* Never place cooked food back 
on the same plate or cutting board 
that previously held raw food with- 
out washing the plate or cutting 
board between uses; 

* Don't use sauce that was used 
to marinate raw meat, poultry, or 
seafood on cooked food unless you 
boil the sauce first

Soard battles finances and lunchroom problems

The Elba City School Board 
voted last Thursday evening to bor- 
row $75,000 to cover the anticipat- 
ed cash shortfall in this fiscal year. 
Superintendent Danny Weeks told 
board members they would try to 
make that amount last, but for them 
not to be surprised if he had to 
request additional borrowing to 
close the fiscal year. 

Another problem plaguing the 
board is the problem of students at 
school with no lunch money and 
parents who don’t repay the money 
afler the child is given credit. Last 
year over $3,000 was written off by 
the office for nonpayment (over 
$200 for one family). Weeks 
explained that state and federal reg 
ulations forbid use of lunch pro 
gram funds in this manner. There-

fore the school itself extends the 
credit, using monies earmarked for 
other uses in the schools. Many stu- 
dents qualify for free or reduced 
cost lunches, but this is students 
who don’t qualify. 

Two mothers were at the meeting 
complaining about several elemen- 
tary children being refused lunch 
because of outstanding charges 
they were assured that all children 
would go fed somehow, even it was 
not what other students were eating 
Weeks told of many teachers and 
administrators repeatedly giving 
children lunch and/or breakfast 
money 

A slush fun (or donation fund) 
was suggested and may be set in 
motion, but Weeks explained there 
are administrating problems with 
this also because they already have

County Engineer Randy Tindol 
said the reason Coffee County has 
no more bad bridges that it has is 
because the County Commissioners 
have recognized the need and 
worked to replace them whenever 
bridge funds were made available 
from tax sources or otherwise. Tin- 
dol said that after replacing the two 
bridges on Highway 308 the bal- 
ance will be used to resurface some 
county roads as selected by the 
County Commission. The county is 
repairing a bridge across Cripple 
Creek, one mile East of Kinstonwth 
local funds, 

listimates are that the funds 

uld be available to the county 
sometime next Spring, if the voters 
ipprove Amendment #1. Tindol 
said plans are already ready for bid 
letting as soon as the money is allo- 
cated. 

The governor said this $250 mil- 
lion dollar investment in Alabama’s 
county roads and bridges would be 
the largest investment of its kind for 
the state since Big Jim Folsom’s 
Farm to Market road project some 


50 years ago. The plan is part of 


Amendment #1 which will provide 
for a greater return on Alabama’s 
oil and gas royalty income and 
allow Alabama to invest inroads 
and bridges, rebuild the state’s agri- 
culture labs and revitalize the state 
port facility while promoting eco 
nomic growth and expansion. 

“Amendment One is the only 
way to fix these bridges without 
raising taxes,” Siegelman said. Cof- 
fee County road and bridge repair 
would receive $3,250,000 from 
Siegelman’s plan.

During the past several weeks, numerous 
school buses have once again taken to the road as local schools began the 2000-2001 school year. Recently, a stu- 
dent about to board one of these BIG YELLOW BUSES was forced to hit the ditch to ayoid being struck by a 
vehicle. According to authorities, the vehicle failed to heed to the blinking red lights and the STOP sign on the 
side of the bus, and there were even other cars stopped waiting for the students to board the bus when the one car 


decided to pass the STOPPED bus anyway. This is not a fictitious scenario - 


it really happened! The bus driver 


and other witnesses were able to get a description of the vehicle and a tag number. Once the vehicle was located, 
a stern warning was given to its owner (In order to obtain an arrest warrant, the person actually driving the vehi- 
cle has to be identified). Everyone should remember, those YELLOW SCHOOL BUSES are carrying precious 
cargo, and the warning devices on these buses should be heeded by ALL! When the yellow caution lights begin 
flashing on a school bus, it indicates that the bus is about to stop within the next 200 to 300 feet. Once the red 
lights begin flashing, ALL traffic in both lanes (all four lanes should it be a four-lane highway) should immediate- 
ly stop! Law enforcement officials warn that anyone failing to yield to stopped school buses will be dealt with to
